FINANCE AND TRADE.

Financially there is no news; our
banks deal in a variety of indispensable
articles, but in the present dearth of
business, none of them deal out news.
The amount of exchange moving is
moderate, and still at par buying and i
premium selling on New York; on New
Orleans J discount buying, selling at
par. Gold was again higher; In New
York it quoted up to 117, but was gen-

erally at 117J; brokers here paid 116.

(72; city fire and police scrip 75; State
notes 85. The Nashville Union reports:
"Comptroller's warrants are very dull,
there Is no demand by tax-payer- s.

Dealers pay 87 and hold at 90." The
same paper has the following: "Tennes-
see bonds are quoted in New York at
49J52, with sales of those of the funded
eeries reported at 50. It has been an-

nounced, we may say almost ofiicially,
that the July interest will not be paid,
and that our comptroller has made a
failure in his recent mission to New
York, and that he returns not as a 'con-
quering hero.' If we mistake rrot this
onlcial visit to the city of New York
will prove as curious a chapter as has
yet been written in the history
of Tennessee finances since the
restoration of the Conservative party to
supremacy in this State. A curious
public would like to hear from the comp-
troller as to the cause of his failure. We
suppose he had assurances that he would
have no difficulty in negotiating his loan
before leaving for New York. Was the
failure owing to the want of confidence
in Tennessee's ability to pay her debts,
or did he lack the adroitness to defeat
the schemes of the 'bear ring' from Ten-
nessee? Here is a chance for another
legislative investigating committee."
The New York BuUelin, of Monday, re-

ports: "The bank statement was favor-
able, showing a heavy loss in loans and
a large gain in legal-tender- s. The banks
now hold in lawful money, in excess of
the required 25 per cent., $19,338,620,
which is $2,407,050 more than last
week." The Philadelphia Price Cur-

rent says of the state of business:
"There is a general disposition not only
on the part of the merchants, but the
balance of the community, to live pru-

dently and make a more profitable use
of their means. Capital continues abun-
dant and cheap at all the business cen-

ters, as just at the moment there Is no
flare and profitable outlet for it."

The cotton market yesterday did
only a very slight business. There was
soma looking round to pick up cheap
lots, nut holders, encourged by sales In
Liverpool as high as 15,000 bales, were
not as ready to give way as on the even-
ing before, and sales wf ra confined to
200 bales at the prices we reported the
previous evening, and with which the
official quotations were yesterday made
to agree.
